Works like this: The amp- 
lifier is tuned in the normal 
manner using a scope, VSWR 
meter, etc. After it is’ tuned 
up, the 10K pot is adjusted 
for a zero center meter read- 
ing, thereafter when retuning 
on another frequency, adjust 
drive and loading for a zero 
reading on the tuning meter - 
this can be done quickly and 
will represent optimum tun- 
ing adjustment of drive and 
loading.

V. Fitzgerald, Area Civil Def- 
ense Coordinator, answered.

Also backing this up is a 
well organized Radio Amateur 
Communications Emergency 
Services group with equipment 
and personnel located through- 
out the County.

He showed how portable his antenna designs are by assembling anc 
Jlisassembling at a speed that amazed even the wmagicians" of ‘AARA.

$2,00 for the quad. The two antennas are supposed to be equivalent in ga: 
but the ouad is supposed to prove supperior for long hauls, e.g. on moun: 
tain climbing trips as planned by Gene and myself. On Sat. ,’ May 1 Geng 
ani I plan to test out the two prototypes on the air, between the PfARA 
trailer and somewhere up in the San Carlos hills. We'll take bearings anc 
corresponding signal strength measurements and see if the prototypes are 
as good as the theory claims. 

About a month ago, but just after the last paper was typed, Geng 
came over to the PAARA trailer with a 2-element quad and we tested it 
out of the trailer, using a San Carlos station as the Signal reporter 
(can't remember his call). The 2~element version had larn good directivii 
so we are anticipating some good results from the 4-element one, 

Once we test out and finalize these antennas, all interestedin 
the 2-meter project can start on construction of their copies.Looks like 
the antenna wbhll be the easiest part of the project (and cheapest, and 
easiest to get to work properiy!).
